The rovorend gentloman ls very bromd and
liberal in his views, and proposes to make
pome radical changds in church matters,
True, hin coming . is recarded askance by
pertaln of the ohurch peopis, but he has como
fletermined to tuen falluve into success, His
sermon yosterday domonstrated nis intent to
strike out stralgnt from tne shonlder at the
ptart nond oail his colors to the mast,

His thomoe was ““I'he Tros Work of the
Church' and he spoke as follows, taking as
his text St John, v., 17: “My Father Work-
pth Hitherto, and I Work."

“I'he ible from s first pago to the last,
laces the stamp of divine sympathy upon
abor, Just as the creative impulse was n

rtof tho charncter of God, so Is lubor
scognizged by the bible to bea partofl the
character of ideal humanity,

sWithout labor ean ba  no excellance
roves true In every department ot life,
‘here Is no place in tho religion of Christi-
anity for that mysticism which aims to st
taln uuto s repose which s thought to be
symbolical of God, a sublime state of guio-
tude which knows no intermittance,

WMy Father worketh hitherto and I work,'
Is the onunciation of n reut principle which
underiies all life worthy the unme,

“Nothing in God's universe is completely
pt reat; constant motion is necessary to all
true lify, The reat of heavon will be aetivity
without weariness,

*No gooid aver came without Iabor,

Tt noust be wronght out through the musoles,
Born out of the soul, nnd the heart.

Religlon That is Usefal.

“What is true of ‘toil and science and art
Is equntly truo of religion. A religion which
& man makes his own as oasily as the putting
on of & pair of gloves, will be of little use
pave ns an’ orosmental sppondage to his ¢s-
tablishment. It will do him no good in the
fday of adversity when tho 'deop waters come
In even unto his soul.! Ieligion to be of any
uso must be ‘born out of the soul and the
heart' May God give us more of this heart
roligion, and less of the made-to-order kind
eo provalent today.

YTo bo truly roligious requires toil, toil of
the bady, the brain, and the henrt. As our
magnitficont llturgy puts it, we as Christians
‘conscerato ourselvoes, our souls and  bodies,
to God and his service, * * # by a
sober, rightoous and Godly 1fe.

“It is & service, in which we are engared,
Not a servies which ean be satisfied with the
masembling of ourselves together once or
twice a weck 1n tho worship of the sanct-
uary, but aservico which we should rendor
to Godl, ut all times, and in all places,

“Woare just ns mach servants of God in
the workshop, in the bank, orin the fleld, ns
when wo are in the church. The church
bullding is our headquarters where we come
to get [resh strength and inspiration for the
toil of the weelk, for the battles of lifa; for
Lthe conflict of the soul with the vanities aud
docelts of a wicked world—a conflict in
which all true men should ever be enguaged.

“And justin proportion to the nutmber of
such falthful servants in any congrogation,
Ir church, will be its inlluence and powor in

he community,

Steafe Among Charchmen.

“That the church of Christ has largely lost
sleht of this nocessity for active work s
painfully evident. During the past few
weoks our nowspapors have been filled with
the accounts of churoh conventions of every
pame--ongagoed In carnest consultation as to

ow best to win souls for the Master! De-
iberating on the vitil issues of the day and
ponsidering what counsel they might offer in
the endoavor to solve the social probloms in
which true hearts everywhere are eslistoedi
How best to roach men with the gospol or
cousulting as to the failure of the church
to reach the people! Oh, no! None
pf these objeots came In for considera-
tion. These ohurch councils of Godly men
were carnostly enguged in expelling, and
ptriving to punish woeu who regarded truth
more than sxpediency —in patching and cor-
recting confessions of faith —putting new
eloth on old worn-out garmenta—oh, it {s piti-
ful!  With the world's problems prassing for
n solution, It s pitiful that the church of our
Giod and Christ should be expending all its
pnergles In the effort tosave the institu-
tlon-to make nigher and strong-
pr the bars which are intended to
pave the littlo tlock from straying, and which
perve moro effectunlly Lo keep out those who
might desive to enter.

“Even in this Catholle church, which to-
day is the roomiest chiureh in the world, an
parnest effort is boing made by mon no donbt
plucero in their parrowness to exclude from
the highest ofMee in the church o man ad-
mirably titted, by bis puro and spotless life,
his noble, true heart and genorous SY i
Ehles, to be a shepherd of the tlock—a mnn so
perfect that 1 know of no man moro worthy,
waore Josus on earth today, of pceupying the
place ouca held by vhe beloved disciple,

Tackle Topics of Today.

“T'oo long has the chureh of Christ been
dealing with dead issuss and resting eontent
with pointing out the road to heaven, dealing
In fotures, while the present  with its noeds
and necessities was clamoring for attention,

[ am persuadoed that Christ meant that
His religion should have a practical bearving
pn the life that vow is and that toe church of
His founding should be & potent factor in all
the 1ssues of our evory duay existoence.

“hen aro tired of theological discussions
that eannot profit, Thoy aro wearied io look-
Ing for a salvation o come while the troubles
of this life are pressing hard and sure upon
them.

“I'ho hope of a future havpiness after death
foes not wholly remove the sting from the

old bods, wonderiug why the old time spirvit
has  doparted.

1 want
tho hearty individual co-oporation of avery
moember of my congrogation and of the niti-
zans of this great city who can't find thewr
rallgious wants mot hore. I throw myselfl
upon your well known hospitality and public
apirit, and I trust my futuro in your hands,

*This is *All Saints' church,” and well and
wisoly was it nomod. May svery membar
of this church strive to so live that they may
deserve the grand title of '‘Saints of God in
Christ Jesus' which St. Paul loves to call his
childron.

My this church boa s homa for all saints of
the Lord Christ who sirive to walk in his
footstops whethiar they aro able to prouounce
our shibbolath of faitn or not.

Not Creed but Need,

It is n broad church; as broad as ils mas-
tor, Christ, who accoptad oyery munifesta-
tion of faith from ‘Lord I baliava, help thou
my unbolisf” to the wrdent cqnfession of
Peater, ‘thou art tho Christ, the son of tha
living God." Here no man shall ba askea
‘what s your creed,” but ‘what s Your
nead!' Lot us concern ourselves more with
the rightness of a man's life than with the
correctness of his belief. It is "All Saints?
churh;' let us strive to mako 1t ‘all penple's
church,' Here let men feel freo to worship
who feol the need of help nnd assistance as
they fight tho battle of life, and let us, as
saints of God and dear children ol our Savior
Christ, 90 rise to the conception of what tha
church should pe, that we will glndly put
asido our own vrejudicas and desires for the
salko of the work which God has given us to
do, and which can bo successful only as we
forget ourselves, ond labor faitbfutly for the
upbuilding of the church of our love."

Das Morwns, In,, duly 5,—|Spoecial to Tan
Bur | —The roepublican state ticket nom-
inated at Cedar Rapids last Wodnesday, and
the enthusinstic mannor In whioh it was
done, puts tho party in the best shape for
victory it has bean In ten years. “The plat-
form, too, is all that can be desired by tho
great majority of Towa repablioans, and will
ntiract many votes which have heretofore
gono astray, especially on the tomperance
quostion,

It loaves o doubt as to the pasition of tho
party on that much agtoated question, wid
moans that the party s willing to stand or
fall on that paramount quostion this yoear,
The democratic varty has got itself into
trouble on its temporanco (or anti-temper-
ancel plank, from the fact that tho londera
and leading papers of the party are now try-
mg to make it appear tnat the niank pub-
lished by all tho papers os the ons adopted
by the convention at Ottumws, was not tho
ons thnt was roally adopted, inasmuch as the
local option feature on which the campaign
wits mado two years ago was dropped this
year, All tho faots and testimony, howaever,
are ogainst the leaders in this respoct and
the attempt now to inject the local option
featurs into the platform looks like a deliber-
ata palitionl forgery.

The republican platform squarely oharges
forgery upon the democralic party In this
reapeot, and tho fact will not be allowed to
slumber during tho enmpaisen, It is said the
republican candidate for gwovernor, Hon. H.
C. Whealer, will not takd the stump this

fall, but will do his work largely by cor-
respondence direot with tho peopls and
through tho republican stats committes, He

has a wide scquaintance throuchout tho
state and Is personally Informed ns to the sit-
uation in every township, and will bo able to
do mueh for the party aud ticket

Tho candidate for licutenant-governor,
Hon, George W. Van Houten, has many
olements of strongth. He is one of the chief
horticulturists of the state, is a distriet or-
ganizer and leader in  the [farmer's
alllance, 1s a soldler and the son of a
soldier, and i3 well acquainted in evory por-
tion of tha state  He will draw votes from
many sources; will be abla to hold many
votos which might otherwiso have gone to
tne prople's party, and will probably lead the
Licket b the number of voles,

Judge Weaver, the caandidate for the su-
preme banch, s also porsonally very popular,
and adds strength to the ticket. Tho prow-
oss of Hon. Henry Sabin and Hon! Frank T,
Campbell are too well known politically to
create any uncasiness,

FORFEITED RAILWAY LANDA.

Tomorrow is the day set for the flling of
applications for entry to the forfeited rail-
way lands in northwestern ITown, There
promises to be a great rush st the local land
oftfica here, ns it 1s announced special trains
wiil bo run from the vicinity of tho lands to
bring several hundred applicants who are
anxious to improve this opportunity of socur-
fug n cheap home in this desiraple portion of
onc of the best states in the union.

Theso applicauts will inclnde many ‘‘squat-
ters'! who have long since vean evictod from
what it known as the Milwaukea lands, the
title to which has been long since practicall
sottlod, The ovicted, howeover, stiil t.hln{
they seo a ray of hope for them aund intend to
take advantage of any possible opportunity
for recovering their lands,

F'or some reason or other neither the Des
Moines land office nor the general land offico
at Washington has peen avble to give the da-
sired iuformation regarding these lands,
and many intended applicants have made
personal wisits to the locality, when they
have found that all lands subject to entry
have long beon ocoupled by squatters who
have beon for the past seven or eight vears
more or less successfully fighung the rail-
roud companies to maintain possession, Of
course theso settlers on the lands or thoss
who haye besn put off by the rallroad com-
panies will have the firat right to muake
entries, So thoso who come to the Des
Moines land ofico tomorrow to flle application
will generally be unable to do so.

JUDGE LOVE'S DRATIL

The death of Judge J. M. Love of tha
fedoeral court for the southern district of
Towa, removes ene of the oldest as well as
oune of the ablost of the minor federal juuges.
Politically he was s democrat, and his death
leaves a vacaney to be filled by republican
appointment.

Possibly soma ol the de-
foatod candidates for the reputdican nomioa-
tion for the lowa supromo boneh may got a
chance,

Judgo Love was saventy-two years old, and
could have long sines retired. It was thought
he would do so when Cloveland was presi-
dent, in order that he might have a demo-
eratie suceessor, but his health was good at
that timoe, and e preferred to remain. o
wus born in Virginia Moarch 4, 1510, but at
threa vears of age was taken with
his mother's family to  Znnesville,
0. When old enough he engazed in
civil engineering four years, afterwards
studied law, and was admitted to the bar in
1540, practicing till 1544,

Thut year ho rualsed a company and served
twa vears as captain in the Mexican war. In
1550 ho came to Kookuk, Ia,, and bocame a
londing mamber of the Lee county bar. In
185 he was elected to the state senate and
two vears lator was appointed by President
Pierce w be judgoe of the United States court
for the district of Town. When the statoe
was judicinlly divided he was assigned w the
southern district.

Athletic Omnaha Students Contras ted
with Pacific Consters,

Sax Josg, Cal.,, June 29.—To the Editor of
Tue Bee: 1 have just read in Tur Bee an
account of the annusl fleld day at the Omaha
high schiool, June 23, and as [ commenced my
scholastic carser in that same high school
bulldiug, at tho somawhat immature age of
soven years (with Miss Fanole M, Harclbut
as my toacher), I was very much Interestod
therein,

Perhaps a comparison of the records there
mado with those mace by the boys of the
Pacifio coast may be of interest. The sixth
annual field day of the University of thoe Pa-
cific was held here last April.  In the high
sohool exercises the post running broad jump
was sixween feet four lnches, Tho univursi-
ty's best man moade eghteen feol elght
inches, In the I1Mkyard dash the high
senool boy coversdd the pground in
cloven seconds, while the university holds
the record of nine and three-fourth seconds,
This lnst was mado fve years ago by J, L.
Coats whose equal is nob to ba found oo the
const, (ALl the othor rgords quoted we made
in 1501.) The record for the standing browd
jump was not given in Tre Bee's roport, but
the distance at the wmiversity, made by a
man  woigning 200 pounds, was 10 feey 2
inches. ‘I'he distance made by tho winuer of
the ruaning hign jump at the high school was
O foot 2 inchos s ogaimst 5 feot 6 inches
mude here, ,Tho standink high jump given
as 4 feot 10 inches came elose to the univer-
sity murk—0 fool, T'hg hap, step and jump
was won hero by cloaring 42 feot S inches,
while tho high school tade only 86 feet. Tho
basaball throw, 400 foer, mada by the high
achool, stands in contrist with 470 feet 10
Inches, our record for this year.

Eanrs, July 5~The conviction of Mmo
Esnault and Plorrs Lopas at Paris  for the
Murdor of old Geoffroy, stamps as authentio
ono of thoso strange taloa of Fronch eriminal
1o that M. Zola is so fond of Inventing, but
which seam to oa not only only possible but
probable,

Tho Esvaults, wife and huabund, kept a
amall liquor stiop or *Dablt de Vin' in tho
Rue du Havres, not far from the Rue d' Amster-
dam, in which is located a rallway station
or embareaders, so well known th Ameriean
travelors who Journey to New York by the
Feench lloa of atoamors, or go down to Nore
mandy or Brittauy, Dieppe or Boulogne,
There Is nothing to distinguish the Esuawlta'
place from other small shops of & similar
kind that are seattorad about the capital,
save that perhapa n Inrger number of cabbles
may ba found loaling ovor tho zlne conunter or
ocdupying the narrow bonches against thoe
walls, whioh s duoo to the proximity of the
ranks of cabs outslde thio station that aro
constantly nwating travolors,

The Fsnaults lod a humdrum existencs, and
but for oceasional visits to tha madamao's
unele, old Antolne Gooffroy, who ownel a
small proporty on the edge of tha Bols de
Vinconnes, thoy scarcoly evor loft homoa, Tt
was this same uncle who formed the ehlof
object of Mme. Esnanlts' contamplation. He
whas an old widowoer and childless, His some-
what valnable market gorden he cultivated
by the ald of several hired men, He was,
however, aavanesd in years, and really unfit-
tod for the eara of evon so small a holding.
Mme. Esnault beeame dinly moare and more
eonvineaed of this fact and did not ceasourging
ber uncle to sell until the old man consontod
and the Esnaults became the purchasers for
about £1,00. Thoy notonly took over the
farm, but they retained possession of tho
purchase monay, having convinead poor

Incle Geoffroy that ha was eontirely too foe-
ble to undeértake the investment of sven so
moderate-sized n capital, Having thus ob-
tained control of the old man, but little more
pursunsion was noeded to prove to him that
€150 was nbout the proper amount of interest
that he shoul recelve annually for his £3,000,
and on this pittanee the poor old man man-
nged to keopsoul and body together.  But no
sponer had the Bsnanlts perpetrated this act
of ganerosity than Mme. Esnnult began to
axperience poignunt qualms of regret. Hav-
ing once got the 5,000 in her possession, sho
began to consider hersell its rightful owner,
forgetting that, although she waoas the heir,
tho death of ber unelo must first occur befors
she could legnlly claim it as her own. Al
raady feehng, however, all the responsibilivy
of ownership, she could not but regard ns s
nuisance the being compelled to pay the
yourly pension that had been agreed upon,
wltliough the profits of the market gardon
far more than cxcesded the amountof the
outlay, It was early in the spring of 1855
that Mme. Es=nault came to the conelusion
that the payment of the pension was an in-
toierable hurden, not to bo patiently borne,
and that it must be in some way got rid of,

She was too clever a woman, however, to
Imagine that her uncle could summarily be
doprived of s omly source of income, and
realized that to accomplish har wish the
poor, old man must be done to death. From
ovidence given on the trial it appears that
Mme, Esnault (her husband seams to have
been 4 nonentity) went about for three yours
searching for an instrument vile enough to
carry out hHer flendish design. Among the
frequenters of har husband's wine cellars
was Pierre Lepas, a hanger-on at a third
class tripot or gambling den, Mme, Esunult
soon decided that Plerre was hor man and
negan Lo lay plans to carry out her long-

cherished plot. It was a cool evening
in March last whoen the heart-
less  woman  and  her  hirved assassin

reached the little cottago on the edge of the
Bois, where they found oid Antoine crouch-
ing over a smouldering fire. *I'm cold,”
whined Geoffroy, in snswer to their saluta-
tion.

“we'll soon warm you up, uncle,” said
Mme. Esnoult, as she threw a big log on the
firo. In the meantime Pierre had gone out-
side to find n weapon for the dreadful deed.
Returning with a club, the brains of the agad
man were soon  scattered about the Toom,
Not content with this, Pierre svized a sickle
hanging on the wwall and with it gave the
coup de grace. The body was then thrown on
the fire and burned, the finding of the bloody
sickle alone remnining as evidence of the
crime, In accordance with the extraordinary
practice of Franch juries, the verdict of mur-
der ngainst both the man and woman was
mitigated oy the Anding ot “extenuating cir-
cumstances.” >

Uncle Jared Wharton Was Feeentrie,
But Thoy Buried Him,

Scrantoy, Pa., July 5, —Uncle Jarod Whar-
ton, an eccentric character of Forks town-
ship, died last weak, at the ago of ninoty-ono
yoars. Ho hated musie, and ho staid in
church only while the sermon was baing
proached, because, he said, the singing ieri-
tated bim, Several years ago the congregi-
tion pought an organ, and after that ho never
entored the church, T'he old man had been
toothless for forty odd years, ana whonever
his friends urged ham to buy some artilicial
teeth for bimsolf he deolared that the Lord
would cause natural teeth to grow in his
mouth before he died.

In the summer timo Unele Jarad went about
his plnca barefooted, When it rainod he vis.
itad nis neighbors, and as he plodded along
tho muddy road from housa to hounse he had
his trousers rolled o his knees and an old
cotton umbroella over his hond. He seldom
woro 8 hat i hot weather, and bis white haie
wis strong and toick when he died,. Muny
yvears ago tho old man madae a coftin for him-
self out of two-inch white oak planks, ‘I'he
handles were made of horseshoes that had
bean worn by a mare of which ho was very
fond, The gentle boast was killed by a stroke
of lightning and the eld man buried hor under
a troo where she had fallon. Heoe desired to
have her shoes buried with him, and so0 he
nalled them to hio heavy cofin,

A few months ago Mr. Wharton lined his
coffin with fox skius, the sly aulnls from
which they cama# having been shot by him-
solf, Hoeoften exprossod o wish that a bowr-
skin robe belonging to him should be placed
undor bis hoad in tho rough osk vox, wod
that his own sons should act us bearers,
Some of the old man's ralatives advised the
sous Lo get o decent coflin, vut their advice
wis 1ot taken. Kvery wish of the agod
desd man was carrviod out to the lottor, and
on & beautiful sfternoon  Iust weok the ec-
contre ponogengrian was laid to rest in his
oakon caskot.
